The  principles  of  Arillotle  were 
calculated  infnany  icfpeAs,  to  pro- 
duce in  pituflice,  all  the  evils  to 
which  democracy  and  oligarchy  are 
expofed,  from  an  unikillful  organiza- 
tion.— The  experiment  had  never 
been  tried,  r.t  the  time  that  philolb- 
pher  wrote  his  treatife  on  politict. 
Plato  and  Sir  Thomas  ..loore,  were 
upon  the  fame  ftanding,  in  political 
Icience,  with  Ptolemy  and  d’yeho 
Brache  in  natural  philofophy ; and 
Harrington  and  Marchamont  Need 
ham,  were  very  little  better.  The 
light  of  this  immortal  fcicnce,  emit 
fed  its  beams  upon  the  minds  of  thefe 
great  men,  by  very  feeble  and  con 
fufed  iladies. — Machiavd  of  Flo 
rence  had  written  largely  on  the  fub 
jecl  ; but  he  drew  his  opinions 
from  the  Italian  cftaLiifliments, 
which  were  certainly  improper  mu 
dels  for  imitation,  from  the  hniircd 

extent  of  thofe  republics. M 

might  have  produced  the  fame  mrte 
rials  from  a review  of  thi  Grecian 
inllitutions,  during  the  time  of  the 
Archons  and  the  democracy  at  A- 
thens,  and  the  Iron  iiillitution  of 
Lycurgus,  at  Sparta.  Befides 
Machiavel  could  never  make  a dif 
tiii6lion,  in  principle,  between  the 
rights  of  a republic,  and  the  claims 
of  a princely  government — Mr 
Paine  appears  to  have  been  the  lirft, 

- 'to  develbpe  the  true  principles  of 
the  reprefeniative  fyltcni,  and  to 
elevate  it  above  t^  reach  of  vulgar 
prejudice  ; and"*  Smerica  was  the 
firft  nation  in  the  world,  where  th. 
experiment  was  made,  under  all  the 
improvements,  which  had  fuggefted 
themfelves  from  experience,  and  the 
Opinions  of  her  fages,  with  fuc- 
cefs. 

There  is  a trait,  peculiar  to  tile 
political  charadler  of  Paine,  which 
gives  to  it  a degree  of  fplendour  that 
would  have  excited  the  envy  of  the 
ancient  fages  of  Greece  and  Rome 
Whilft  it  is  the  fource  of  the  bitter 
eft  invedlive,  it  ranks  him  among  the 
moft  ufeful  charadlers  that  ever  livedV 
He  fpeaks  the  language  of  truth 
to  the  tyrants  of  the  earth,  and  bids 
defiance  to  their  vengeance.  Theii 
crimes  are  gathered  together,  in  one 
enormous  mafs,  andprefented  to  the 
world,  to  conjure  up,  from  the  dun 
geons  of  flavery,  the  fpirit  of  an 
e.xalted,  freedom.  Intimidated  b) 
no  oppofition  & fearlefs  of  cenfure, 
he  fans  with  unceafing  vigour  the 
Fame,  whilft  it  confumes  the  viilims 
of  popular  indignation.  Not  con 
tented  with  lopping  off  from  the  po 


lical  body,  the  mere  excreffences  of 
Fate,  his  pervading  mind  perceives 
the  expediency  of  an  entire  change, 
to  deftroy  the  malady  that  affedls  it, 
— He  reduces  government  to  its  pri- 
meval principles.  He  takes  a view 
of  man  in  his  firft  ftage  of  inno- 
cence ; exhibits  the  revolutions  of 
his  temper,  and  probes  the  fountains 
of  national  misfortune  to  the  bottom, 
andfliewsyou  his  evil  genius,  in  the 
image  of  dcfpotifm. 

It  is  by  a developement  of  this 
kind,  that  the  mind  is  led  on  thro’ 
a feries  of  meditations,  which  make 
ni'.uikind  acquainted  with  tl  e nfelves. 
The  I'plendourthat  had  furrounded 
the  throne  of  his  oppreffor  vanifiies 
from  the  fight  ; kings  are  no  more 
than  other  men  ; titles  lofe  the  fa- 
cinating  power  of  found,  which  had 
chilled  ilie  heart  of  the  cottage  pca- 
fant,  ".’h.lft  engaged  in  the  evening 
oiio>i>s,  ior  the  felicity  of  his  ly- 
mnt.

he  a6ls,  and  the  work  is  completed. 

Philolophy,  which  cHim.ites  th 
actions  of  men,  by  the  moft  ferupu- 
pulous  impartiality,  will  allign  an 
honorable  place  to  Air.  Paine;  with- 
in that  conflellation  of  fages,  who 
liave  e.qually  enlightened  and  exal- 
ted the  dignity  of  human  nature. — 
In  future  ages  when  the  tempeit  of 
the  pailions  has  lublided,  the  lamp 
of  his  genius  will  Ihine  from  the 
obfeurity  of  the  tomb.  The  little 
bickerings  of  envy  and  malice,  will 
then  have  loft  their  inveteracy. — 
Paine  will  be  claffed  among  the 
.Newtens  and  the  Lockes,  and  like 
them  pafs  bn  to  immortality.  It  will 
be  recolledled,  that  if  the  one  gave 
laws  to  the  univerfe,  bv  an  analyfi 
of  caule  and  effect,  upon  the  princi 
pics  of  geometry,  that  if  the  other 
•Icveloped  and  cleared  away  the 
iiiHls,  that  had  for  ages,  involve
